There will be increases in 
total employment and con­ 
sumer incomes, he says. The 
gross national product is ex­ 
pected to continue upward at 
a rate in line with the in­ 
crease of the past year. In- 
} creased 
private investment 
in new plants and equipment; 
larger government purchases 
of goods and services; and 
further expansion of consum­ 
er expenditures are expected 
to make their contributions 
to the advance. 
M cHaney 
sees 
no 
g r e a t 
changes in residential construc­ 
tion nor in the net exports of 
goods and services. 
Estimates now indicate that 
industry will spend $55 bill­ 
ion for plant equipment in 
1966. This is $4 billion higher 
than estimated capital spend­ 
ing in 1965 and more than $10 
billion over 1964. 
The econom ist says govern­ 
m ent dem ands for goods and 
services are expected to prov­ 
ide som e increase in the year 


ahead. Total governm ent pur 
chases have been rising around 
$1.5 billion per quarter since 
the end of 1962. M ost of this 
has com e from increased spenc^ 
ing by local and state govern-, 
m ents. 
F ederal 
spending 
has j 
been 
relatively 
stable 
during | 
this period but has increased j 
in recent m onths as a result 
of larger defense outlays. 
The upward advance of local 
and 
state 
governm ent 
purch­ 
a ses 
is 
expected

in 1966 as is federal spending 
for defense requirem ents, says 
M cHaney. 
In addition, new federal pro­ 
gram s affecting housing, edu­ 
cation, recreation, health and 
regional developm ent program s 
w ill contribute to greater eco ­ 
nom ic activity in 1966. 
Further advance in employ­ 
ment and output will be ac­ 
companied by a rise in con­ 
sumer disposable income. It 
all adds up. McHaney con­ 
cludes, to another year of 
vigorous and generally well 
balanced economic growth for 
Texas and the nation.

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Can You Patent It? 
Even in this era of large-scale 
research, a surprising number 
of inventions still come from the 
tinkering 
individual. 
Valuable 
patents are still being won by 
“ basement inventors” ingenious 
enough to come up with some­ 
thing new. 
However, to be entitled to a 
patent, an invention must be 
not only new, but also—in the 


wording of the United States 
Constitution — “ useful.” 
What 
kind of an invention is useful? 
First of all, it must be able 
to work. 
One man invented a “ per­ 
petual motion machine,” com 
j plete with a dazzling array of 
doodads and thingumabobs. But 
j bis invention was held not pat- 
I enable because, being contrary 
! to the laws of nature, it could 
¡not possibly do the job it was 
meant for. 
Second, to qualify as useful, 
the invention must do some­ 
thing 
that 
is 
beneficial, 
not 
harmful, to society. 
Thus, courts have denied pa­ 
tent rights to a device for fak­ 
ing the quality of tobacco leaves 


and to a gadget for “ curing” 
disease 
by 
mysterious 
vibra­ 
tions. 
Both 
inventions 
were 
found to be useful onlyfor the 
purpose of cheating—hence, not 
useful 
in 
the 
Constitutional 
sense. 
What if an invention, while 
useful for evil, is also useful 
for good? That is enough basis 
for a patent. 
For example, 
an 
improved 
pistol 
could 
be patented 
Al­ 
though an instrument for evil in 
the hands of a robber, it could 
be an instrument for good in 
the hands of a policeman. 
A third requirement, for an 
invention to be considered use­ 
ful, is that it must be more than 
a mere frivolity. 


Of course, what is frivolous 
t< one generation might not be 
te the next. A century ago a 
federal court said that a hoop 
skirt could not be patented be­ 
cause it had no serious value 
to society But today's courts 
are not likely to be that prim 
and proper. 
As for what might be called 
“ odd ball” inventions, the Pat­ 
ent Office generally takes a tol­ 
erant view. For instance, it has 
issued patents for an automatic 
hat-tipper, a shield for grape- 
fruit-eaters. and a gun for shoot­ 
ing down flies. 
For who can be sure that the 
oddity of today won’t be the 
success of tomorrow? Wise men 
scoffed, too, at Alexander Gra-

AUSTIN—Fate of Texas’ 63- 
yetr-old poll tax as a voting re­ 
quirement rests in the hands of 
a 
three-judge 
federal 
court. 
They heard four hours of argu­ 
ments here last week in a his­ 
toric case to abolish the levy. 
Judges announced that no im­ 
mediate ruling would be made. 
They advised Texans who want 
to be eligible to vote next year 
to pay the $1.75 fee before the 
Jan. 31 deadline. 
In frequent questions during 
the arguments, the judges indi­ 
cated 
concern 
over 
several 
complex points. 
Circuit Judge John R. Brown 
repeatedly speculated on the 
court's earlier position, in asses­ 
sing an apparently unsupported 
congressional finding in the 1965 
voting rights act, that the Texas 
levy discriminates against Ne- 
j groes. 
“How do we go about review- 
ling the basis for a congression­ 
a l finding?” Brown wondered 
! aloud. “Or does the case come 
to us as though Congress had 
not made these findings? This 
is a very unusual pointof law.” 
Texas Atty. Gen. 
Waggoner 
Carr maintained that Congress 
had made its finding “without 
so much as a scintilla of evi­ 
dence“ He pointed out that U. 
S. Atty. Gen. Nicholas Katzen- 
bach himself had testified be­ 
fore a Senate committee that 
he had no complaints of voter 
discrimination in this state. 
Katzenbach later filed the suit 
under 
terms 
of 
the 
voting 
rights act. 
U. S. Justice Department At- j 
torney Stephen J. Poliak, ac-’ 
knowiedging that there is 
no 
overt refusal to give Texas Ne­ 
groes voting rights, argued that 
due to basically-inferior educa 
tion, income of Negroes is low 
er and the tax, therefore, falls 
, havier on them. 
Hearings here was the 
the 
I first of four cases brought by 
the justice department, under 
I congressional direction, to chal 
lenge poll tax validity head-on.
